BAPTIST  STATE  CONVENTION  OF  J(.  C. 


A»«CL»  1.  This  Institution  shall  be  called  the  Baptist  State  Convenliom  of 
North  Caroliaa. 

AMt.  2.  The  primary  objects  of  this  Convention  shall  be  the  edncation  o^ 
Tonng  men  called  of  God  to  the  Gospel  ministry,  and  approved  by  the  Choreha* 
to  "jf  hich  they  respectively  belong ;  the  circulation  of  Bibles  and  religiow 
books;  the  employment  of  Missionaries  within  the  limits  of  the  Stiite,  and  * 
co-operation  with  the  Soiithern  Baptist  Convention  in  the  promotion  of  K* 
ftions  in  general. 

Art.  3.  The  funds  devoted  to  these  objects  shall  be  kept  distinct  from  eaak 
other,  and  punctually  appropriated,  agreoiibly  to  the  specific  intention  of  oo» 
tributors. 

Akt.  4.  This  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  such  individuals  and  del* 
gates  f/om  such  institutions  as  shall  make  adequate  contributions  to  its  fnnd». 

Akt.  5.  Every  Association  or  individual  shall  be  entitled  to  send  to  the  Coa 
Tention  one  delegate,  who  shall  be  a  member  of  a  Baptist  Church,  for  eyery 
ten  dollars  paid  into  the  Treasury. 

Art.  6.  Any  regular  member  of  o.  Baptist  Church,  by  contributing  at  o»o 
time,  the  amount  of  thirty  dollars  to  the  funds  of  the  Convention,  may  bo- 
come  a  life  member,  provided  he  or  she  continues  a  member  in  good  standinf 
in  a  Baptist  Church  to  which  he  or  she  belongs. 

Art.  7.  Every  Association  expending  funds  for  State  Missions  or  Colpor 
ia^e  under  the  direction  of  theil'  respective  Boards,  ijpd  reporting  the  eame  to 
the  Treasurer  of  this  Convention,  shall  be  entitled  to  one  delegate  to  tLia 
body  for  every  fifty  dollars  so  expended. 

Art.  8.  Any  member  of  any  Baptist  Church,  and  every  Baptist  Church  or 
Association  in  this  State,  paying  funds  for  Foreign  or  Domestic  Missions  to  tbo 
^  joards  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  and  producing  the  receipts  there - 
fur  to  our  Treasurer,  shall  be  entitled  to  representation  in  this  Coaventioa 
according  to  Articles  5  and  G  of  this  Convention. 

AST.  9.  The  officers  of  this  Convention,  to  be  elected  annually,  shall  be  a. 

resident,  three  Vice-Presidents,  a  Corresponding  and  Recording  Secretary,  a 

reasurer  and  an  Auditor. 
Art.  10.  There  shall  be  annualiy  appointed  a  Board  or  Boards  consisting  oi 
its  many  members  as  the  Couventioa  may  deem  necessary,  who  shall  conduct 
tti3  operations  of  the  Convention  in  the  dilTerent  departments  of  its  labor. 

Art!  11.  It  shall  be  duty  of  the  President  to  preside  at  all  meetings  of  ths 
Convention,  that  of  the  Yicc-PreBidents  to  preside  in  caie  of  his  ab3anc3 
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socording  to  seniority.  The  Secretaries  shall  be  required  to  diecharge  tke 
dutie3  appropriate  to  their  respective  oflSces.  The  Treasurer  shall  hold  the 
funds  of  the  Convention,  to  he  subject  to  the  order  the  Boards ;  shall  give  ec- 
curity  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duty,  and  shall  make  an  annual  report 
of  all  receipts  and  exi)enditures,  which  shall  be  audited  and  published  witk 
the  Minutes. 

Ajbt.  12.  The  Boards  shall  meet  quarterly  or  oftener,  at  such  time  and  pla^^e 
>8  they  shall  from  time  to  time  designate;  when  they  shall  adopt  such  raea- 
bures  as  shall  best  tend  to  carry  into  effect  the  objects  of  the  Convention. 

Art.  13.  There  shall  be  an  adequate  number  of  Agents,  subject  to  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Convention  or  its  Boards,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  visit  Associa- 
tions, Churches,  &c.,  and  endeavor  to  secure  their  co-operation  with  this  Ib- 
•titution,  conformably  to  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution. 

Art.  14.  The  Convention  shall  hold  its  meetings  annually,  at  such  time  an«l 
place  as  it  shall  direct. 

Art.  15.  The  Convention  .shall  require  of  its  Boards  a  fall  report  of  all  thf 
proceedings  at  each  annual  meeting. 

Art.  16.  Any  alteration  may  be  made  in  this  Constitution  at  any  annual 
meeting  with  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present.

11.  When  the  reading  of  any  paper  is  called  for,  and  is  objected  to  by  -s% 
member,  it  shall  be  determined  by  a  vote  of  the  Convention. 

12.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the  Convention  un 
less  he  has  leave,  or  be  sick  and  unable  to  attend. 

13.  All  questions,  except  such  as  relate  to  the  Constitution,  shall  be  decided 
hy  a  majority  of  votes. 

14.  Should  the  presiding  oflBcer  fail  to  enforce  the  foregoing  regulations,  he 
shall  be  regarded  as  untrue  to  his  trust,  and  Bhall  be  liable  to  be  reminded  ol 
k\s  duty  by  any  member  .present,

Afternoon  Session. 

The  President  called  the  Convention  to  order.  Elder  INT. 
A.  Purefoy  offered  prayer. 

The  report  of  the  Board  on  State  Missions  and  Colpor- 
tage  was  read  as  follows  : 

ARMY  COLPORTAGE. 

At  the  first  meeting  of  your  Board,  in  November,  1864,  the  armies  of  th« 
South  were  still  in  the  field  and  it  was  deemed  an  imperative  duty  to  contino* 
and  even  to  extend  our  efforts  to  furnish  them  with  the  preaching  of  the  Gob  - 
pel,  and  with  tracts  and  other  religious  reading  matter.  Elder  N.  B.  Cobb, 
who  for  nearly  three  years  had  labored  so  efficiently  as  Corresponding  Secr» 
rary  of  the  Board,  was  re-appointed  to  that  office  and  instructed  to  contino^ 
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kis  operations.  He  accepted  the  appointment  and  labored  earneetlj  and  ewe- 
<TW*fulIy  in  behalf  of  our  heroic  men  till  tlie  close  of  the  struggle  and  th«  dii- 
bonding  of  onr  armies  rendered  further  effort  in  that  direction  impracticabU 
tnd  unnecessary.  That  much  good  was  accomplished  ;  that  many  brave  and 
•^If-sacrificing  sons  of  North  Carolina  were  led  to  Christ ;  that  many  other* 
were  reclaimed  from  backsliding;  and  many  stimulated  and  encouraged  and 
kept  within  the  path  of  duty  through  the  influences  thus  brought  to  bear  on 
t^em,  we  know  full  well.  But  all  of  that  pleasing  record  will  not  bo  disclosed 
till  the  last  great  day. 

The  following  is  a  brief  summary  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  Board 
from  Novem^ber,  1864,  till  April,  186.5,  at  which^time  operations  in  this  depart- 
■Mint  were  suspended : 

Balance  on  hand  from  last  year,  about  $  7,000  00 

Amount  contributed  by  the  Churches,  18,100  SQ 


Total,  2.5,100  89 

Amount  expended,  10,806  75 


Balance  on  hand,  $  5,294  14- 

This  amount  was  principally  in  Confederate  funds  and  most  of  it  was  lost. 
From  the  wreck  only  fifty-five  dollars  were  saved. 

In  reviewing  this  department  of  our  labors  your  Board  feel  a  peculiar 
pleasure.  It  is  equally  gratifying,  whether  we  consider  the  claims  of  the  sol- 
diers on  us,  thus  partia  ly  met,  or  the  cheerfulness  and  liberality  with  which 
t  he  brethren  throughout  the  State  responded  to  the  ajjpeals  which  were  made 
from  time  to  time,  or  the  results  of  the  efforts  which  were  put  forth  in  this 
direction.  We  hope  to  collect  the  details  of  our  operations  in  this  depart- 
ment for  each  year  in  time  for  insertion  in  the  Minutes. 
STATE  mSSIONS. 

At  the  late  session  of  your  body,  attention  was  directed  to  the  importance 
•f  State  Missions,  and  the  wants  of  that  field  were  kept  steadily  in  view.  But 
owing  to  the  force  of  circumstances,  the  scarcity  of  ministers,  the  demand 
for  their  services  in  the  army  and  the  absorbing  interest  every^'here  felt  in 
behalf  of  the  soldeiK^,  little  could  be  accomplished  in  that  direction.  With 
the  close  of  the  war,  the  interruption  of  all  facilities  for  communication  with 
the  Churches,  the  prostration  of  business,  the  want  of  a  circulating  medium 
»ad  the  disorder  and  confusion  which  ensued  rendered  all  efforts  futile  for  the 
time  and  our  operations  v/ere  suspended.  At  a  recentmeetiug  of  your  Board 
the  claims  of  the  Sabbath  School  enterprise  were  brought  to  our  attention ; 
and,  after  mature  deliberation,  it  was  decided  to  turn  over  the  funds  on  hand 
to  the  Sabb;>th  School  and  Publication  Board.  At  the  same  time  Elder  N.  B. 
Cobb  received  and  accepted  the  appointment  of  Corresponding  Secretary  of 
that  Board. 

Thou:^h  all  our  eilorts  in  behalf  of  State  Missions  have  been  suspended, 
your  Board  would  call  attention  to  the  increasing  importance  of  that  depart- 
laant  of  Christian  labor.  Many  sections  which  could  once  show  self-sustain- 
r:g  Churches  are  now  impoverished  aud  destitute  of  regular  preaching,  ilany 
Charchesin  our  email  but  important  towns,  which,  after  being  aided  by  th« 
Convention  for  years,  had  begiin  to  be  independent,  are  once  more  in  no«d  of 
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ta6i«tAac^.  Bealdee  all  this,  there  le  a  wldo  and  Intcreeting  field  opened  to  us 
MQong  the  negroes  recently  released  from  servitude.  Tliey  are  now  occupy- 
tog  a  new  position,  with  now  trials  and  temptations,  and  tbey  have  peculiar 
claims  on  us.  To  save  them  from  yicc  and  utter  moral  ruin  wc  must  thro^ 
iround  them  the  restraining;  intluences  of  the  Gospel. 

Oil  motion,  it  was  made  tbo  special  order  for  10  o'clock: 
to-morrow. 

Tlie  report  of  the  Board  of  Education  was  read  as  fol- 
lows : 

Owing  to  circumstances  which  arc  well  known,  the  Educational  enterprise 
of  the  denomination  and  of  the  whole  country  have  been,  in  a  great  measure, 
•uspended.  Your  Board  hail  with  pleasure  the  rc-opeuing  of  this  wide  field 
♦f  usefulness  and  urge  its  immediate  re-occupation.

On  motion,  it  was  made  the  special  order  for  one-and-a- 
half  o'clock_to-moiTow. 

The  Convention  then  adjourned.

Friday  Mobning. 

¥be  Convention  met:  the  President  in  the  Chair. 
Prmyer  by  Elder  Youno:. 
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The  roll  was  called  and  the  proceediugs  were  read. 

Elders  W.  M.  Baldwin  and  David  Smith  were  reeog- 
aized  as  Delegates  from  the  Jefferson  Association,  a  body 
which  has  not  heretofore  been  i^^presented  in  this  Conven- 
tion.    They  were  cordially  welcomed  by  the  President. 

Brother  Todd,  of  Petersburg,  was  recognized  as  a  repre- 
lentative  of  the  .General  Association  of  Yir^inia. 

On  motion,  a  Committee  was  appointed  to  nominate 
F^oards  for  the  cominoj  year. 

Committee,  brethren  P.  A.  Dunn  and  W.  J.  Palmer,  and 
Elder  W.  T,  Brooks. 

The  report  of  the  Board  on  Foreign  Missions  was  read 
us  follows : 

In  the  department  of  Foreign  Missions,  little  has  been  done  during  the  past 
rear.  This  has  arisen,  not  from  a  vrant  of  interest  in  the  work,  but  parti  y 
from  the  fact  that  we  have  been  entirely  cut  off  from  communication  with  our 
brethren  in  heathen  lands,  most  of  the  time ;  partly  from  the  want  of  money 
which  prevails  in  every  part  of  the  State.  The  way  is  now  open,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  there  will  be  a  renewal  of  efforts  on  the  part  of  the  Baptists  of 
North  Carolina,  in  this  enterprise.  During  the  war  some  of  our  Missionaries 
have  died  and  some  have  been  compelled  by  failing  health  to  leave  their  sta- 
tions, but  some  of  them  are  still  there  and  prosecuting  their  holy  work.  De- 
voutly recognizing  the  hand  of  God  in  watching  over  them  during  four  yearti 
of  desolating  war  at  home,  in  providing  for  them  and  shielding  them  from 
suffering,  let  all  take  encouragement  and  contribute  again  according  as  th« 
Lord  hath  prospered  them.  Let  them  also  pray  that  other  laborers  may  b« 
called  to  go  into  the  vast  fields  of  the  East  to  proclaim  the  unsearchable  riche* 
of  Christ. 

After  remarks  by  Elder  Skinner,  Walters  and  McDowell, 
prayer  was  offered  by  Elder  Royall  in  behalf  of  our  Mis- 
»ions,  and  the  report  was  adopted. 

Business  was  then  suspended  to  hear  a  sermon  from  Elder 
Gold.     Text,  John  3:  G.' 

When  business  was  resumed,  the  report  of  the  Board  on 
State  xMissions,  that  being  the  special  order,  was  taken  up.

The  Convention  was  calMd  to  order  by  the  President. 

Prayer  was  ofi'ered  by  Elder  S  trad  ley. 

The  consideration  of  the  report  on  State  Missions  wa* 
resumed.

Published  10,000  X.  C.  Baptist  Almanacs ;  several  tlionsand  tracts ;  8  read- 
ing books  for  Saibbath  Schools,  5,000  in  each  addition,  making  40,000  in  all.— 
Four  tracts  and  a  new  edition  of  the  Wreath  were  i>art1y  set  up  when  the  city 
was  occupied  by  Sherman's  forces.  They  Bcattered  and  carried  olf  much  ot 
the  material  and  it  is  impossible  to  ascertain  with  definiteness  the  value  of 
what  is  left. 

At  a  late  meetino-  of  the  Board,  Elder  N.  B.  Cobb  was  appointed  Corres- 
ponding Secretary.  He  accepted  the  appointment  and  entered  on  the  dutifa 
of  the  office.  Your  Board  believe  liini  peculiarly  fitted  for  the  v>'ork  both  by 
natural  enaowmeut  and  by  his  large  experience  as  Superintendent  oi  army 
Colportage;  and  if  lie  should  be  able  to  continue  in  the  field  it  is  hoped  that 
the  coming  year  will  show  a  larger  a;noant  of  work  perrorme^  in  this  depari- 
••ncnt  than  at  any  previous  period  of  our  history.  Such  a  result  is  greatly  to 
■  ('  desired  and  prayed  for. 

^Vithin  the  last  few  years  there  has  been  a  revival  of  interest  in  the  Sabbath 
iichool  cause  among  the  Churches.  AVith  a  suitable  person  to  keep  the  enter- 
prise before  them  and  aid  them  in  procuring  the  booliis  they  may  be  very  ei- 
toasively  enlisted  in  it.  Then  tliere  are  many  regions  into  which  Missionarie» 
maybe  sent  to  established  schools  and  scatter  tracts,  Bibles  and  religious 
boolis,  sowing  the  seeds  which  are  to  bring  forth  an  abundant  harvest  herc- 
Hfter.  Some  books  are  needed  wiiich  no  one  eSn  so  we'.l  prepare  as  those  who 
live  among  us  and  know  our  institutiohs  and  v/ants.  It  has  been  the  aim  of 
the  Board  to  keep  ;his  fact  steadily  iu  view  and  to  act  accordingly.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  works  published  by  them  as  enumerated  above,  they  have  recently 
brought  out  a  new  edition  of  the  Catechism  for  bcghmers,  of  which  copies  arr 
herewith  presented.  Other  books  are  in  cQiirse  of  preijaration  and  it  is  hcpci 
they  will  be  published  during  the  coming  year.  It  is  also  the  purpose  of  th« 
lioard  to  establish  a  dcpositoi-y  v/here  Sabbath  Schools  may  be  suppdied  with 
the  best  books  issued  both  at  the  North  and  at  the  South.  Your  Board  er<^ 
dt^ply  Impreseea  with  the  peculiar  Importance  of  thl.'S  work  at  this  time.- 
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Christians  need  it;  but  the  children  need  it  most  of  all.  Many  of  them  are 
left  orphans  and  destitute  of  property.  They  are  already  exposed  to  evil  in 
luences  and  these  influences  will  increase  in  number  and  strength,  through 
the  coming  years.  Nor  is  the  State  at  present  in  a  condition  to  afford  the  par- 
tial remedy  which  it  has  heretofore  given  in  the  common  school  sjgtem.  The 
Snbbath  School  presents  the  only  present  remedy  to  many  of  those  children. 
While  it  opens  to  them  the  doors  of  knowledge,  it  points  them,  at  the  sam«» 
Time,  to  the  paths  which  lead  to  life  eternal.

By  recent  events,  over  which  neither  we  nor  they  have  had  any  control, 
their  relations  to  us  have  been  essentially  changed  and  as  they  may  become  a 
permanent  part  of  our  popiilation,  it  is  our  obvious  and  imperative  duty  to 
f  arnish  them,  as  far  as  in  our  power  lies,  all  necessary  religious  instruction. 

We  therefor  advise  and  earn<^tly  exhort  all  our  Pastors  to  preach  regularly 
to  the  Colored  People  of  their  congregations,  and  all  our  Churches  to  organize 
Sunday  Schools  for  them. 

We  are  happy  to  state  that  Sunday  Schools  already  organized  by  some  of 
'■tn-  Churches,  afford  the  most  gratifying  indications  of  complete  success.
